STORY OF THE LIFE OF THE MURDERED KING OF ITALY. 


Third Ruler in the Line of the Monarch s of the House of Savoy-Carignan, a 
Soldier Like His Father, and Worshiped by the Com- 
mon People. 


Humbert I., King of Italy, was third ruler 
in the line of monarchs of that country be- 
longing to the house of Savoy-Carignan, a 
younger branch of the first reigning house 
of Savoy. He was the eldest son and second 
child of King Victor Emmanuel, was born 
on March 14, 1844, and to the throne 
on Jan. 19, 1878, to govern a kingdom that 
had been built up by his father till it nad 


dome to rank fifth among the great powers | 


of Europe. 


The mother of Humbert was the Arch- 


duchess Adelaide of Austria. His sister, his 
senior by one year, was the Princess Clotilde, 
who became the wife of Prince Napoleon 
Jerome Bonaparte. 

When the house of Savoy-Carignan came 
into power in 1831, on the failure of the older 
branch, the house of Savoy, and Charles 
Albert became King of Sardinia, his realm 
included the principality of Piedmont with 
the territory of Genoa and the hereditary 
Duchy of Savoy, besides the Island of Sar - 
dinia. 


Constructive Work of Victor Emmanuel 

In 1849 Charles Albert abdicated the throne 
after the defeat of Novara, leaving his 
crown to his son, Victor Emmanuel. The 
latter was enabled, by the remarkable 
political and military events of 1859 to 1870,. 
to annex to his dominions all the other parts 
of Italy. He was prociaimed King of lta.y 
in March, 1861, by a vote of the Italian 
Parliament at Turin, representing every 
province and capital except Rome and 
Venice. These were joined.to the kingdom 
in 1866 and in 1870 respectively. 

Ant years later, on the accession of Hum- 
bert to the thronez Italy had a population 
of nearly 27,000,000, a revenue of over $250,- 
000,000 annually, and a national debt of 


52.000, 000,000, so that, though the youngest 
kingdom in Burope, it ranked fifth of the 
great powers. 


Like His Father, a Soldier. 


Humbert, like his father, was a soldier | 


whose personal courage had been proved on 
the battlefield before he was made King. 
On Saturday, Jan. 19, 1878, when he took the 
oath of fidelity to the constitution before the 
united- Senators and Deputies comprising 
the Italian Parliament, he declared the pol- 
icy of his reign. In an address delivered 
after he had taken the oath as King he de- 
clared the constitution to be the “ faith of 
his house and his own strength,“ and that 
“the religious observance of free institu- 
tions is the best safeguard against all dan- 
gers.“ In filial tribute to Victor Emmanuel 
he asserted that his only aspiration was to 
deserve the praise: He was worthy of his 
father.”’ 

Soon after his coronation her 
Queen Victoria sent to Humbert the Order 
of the Garter. 


First Attempt to Assassinate. 


Before the first year of his reign ended an 
attempt was made to assassinate King Hum- 
bert. Socialist uprisings and the forma- 
tion of Republican associations and various 
policital clubs opposed to the government 
had caused trouble, and on Nov. 17, 1878, the 
first attempt was made on the life of the 

On that day, as Humbert was entering 
the City of Naples, a number of trade asso- 
clations carrying banners were drawn up in 
the streets; As the King passed a man 
among their number, who carried a flag, 

| lowered it and made a sudden thrust at the 
King, wounding him slightly in the arm with 
a Gagger which he had set in the head of his 
flagstaff. 

King Humbert immediately drew his 
sword and struck the assassin on the head, 
but did not kill him. Sig. Cairoli, who 
was with the King, leaped to the ground 
and caught the man, and himself received 
at the same moment a wound in the thigh. 

The assassin Was held, however, and it was 
found that he was Giovanni Passanante, a 
cook by trade. 

On the day after this attempt at assassina- 


tion demonstrations of loyalty to the King 


in Florence and Pisa were the occasion of 
roots and the throwing of Orsini bombs. 
Numerous atrests were made, and as many 
of the prisoners were found to be members 
of the Internationa! society, all the Barsanti 
clubs in Italy, about thirty in number, were 
ordered closed. 
The government thereupon decided to act 


with more rigor against political organiza- 


tions that threatened the peace of the king- 
dom, and when Sig. Depretis on Dec. 20 of 
that year presented to the Chamber of 
Deputies the members of a new Cabinet he

The war between France and Sardinia on 
one side and Austria on the other had come 
out well for the allies. Victor Emmanuel got 
for his share western Lombardy, part of the 
papal states, and the Duchies of Parma and 
Modena. 


Humbert for Democracy. 


He had been from boyhood intensely demo- 
cratic. He was vastly interested in parlia- 
mentary and military questions. ‘He wanted 
his beloved Italy to be foremost in Europe. 
He loved the Church of Rome: he felt always | 
absshed to be in the great capital, because 
he knew that his father had made the old 
man of the Vatican the prisoner there. 

More revolutions made Victor Emmanuel 
King of Italy in 1861, and in the war of 1866 
with Italy and Prussia on one side against 
Austria on the other the Italian King gained 
more power. In this Humbert commanded 
a brigade in the army under General Cial- 
dini. Peace added more of Lombardy to 
the Italian crown and Venetia. He won 
his title to valor in the disastrous battle of 
Custozza. 

“Monarchy shall be democratic or shall 
cease to exist.“ declared Humbert, when, on 
his father’s death, he ascended the throne. 

It was an arduous undertaking when he 
ascended to the throne in 1878. Before him | 
lay the task of shaping united Italy, after all 
its external wars and internal trfbulations. 
All he could say for himself was that he had 
fought in the field against the detested 
Austrians and helped free forever his Italy 
from their galling yoke. 


Humbert Happily Married. 


King Humbert's marriage was one of the | 


best things that ever happened to him. It 
was not till he was 24 that a bride was 


usually allowed to remain unwedded so long 
but it so happened that death had carried oft ! 
the wife destined for him, a young Hapsburg 3 
Archduchess. In 1868, however, Victor 
Emmanuel grew uneasy at this single state 
of his heir, whose younger brother was al- 
ready provided with a wife. 

He one day told his Prime Minister, Gen- 
eral Menabre, that he absolutely must find 
a wife for Humbert. To this peremptory 
command the soldier quietly remarked that 
she was already found; there was wanting 
only the will of his Majesty and the consent 
of the Prince. The woman on whom the 
General had fixed was the Princess Mar- 
guerite, daughter of the Duke of Genoa, the 
brave brother of Victor Bmmanuel, whom 
consumption had borne away from his fam- 
ily and fatherland. | r 

She had been carefully educated, accord- 
Ang to her father’s dying instructions. She 
was at the time a lovely girl of 18, delicately 
fair, with eyes of a deeper blue than usually 
accompanies a blond camplexion, and a 
smile of bewitching sweetness. When 
Victor Emmanuel first heard this suggestion 
he was surprised. He had never thought of 
his niece in this light. 


Meets Father’s Approval. | 

He asked the General to tell him something 
about the qualities of the Princess and what 
had suggested the idea to him. All he heard 
greatly pleased the King, and striking the 
table with his fist, as he often did when 
excited, he exclaimed, ‘‘ Bravo! From all 
you have related I recognige in her the Savoy 
blood. Now that you have told me so many 
nice things about my niece I will go and 
assure myself of it personally.“ 

No sooner said than done. He set out for 
Turin at once, and arrived unexpectedly at 
the palace of the Duchesse of Genoa. His 
conversation with the Princess satisfied 
him that her charms had not been over- 
rated. The age was therefore arranged 
and was celebrated in April, 1868, at Turin, 
with great pomp in presence of the whole 
royal family. | 

First and foremost Humbert proved himself 
a soldier King. His valor was never ques- 
tioned. He loved the niilitary; he delighted 
in the handling of large bodies of troops. 

Faces Cholera to Aid People. 

His manner was not as effusive as his 
father’s. He was rather reserved, but the 
people learned to love him for his dignity, 
because they knew that beneath his outward 
display of reserve beat a heart that loved all 
‘Italy passionately. He proved that by going 


and freely exposing himself to disease and 
death in an effort to relieve the suffering of 
As an executive he gave every year more 
satisfaction. Avanti Savoie,” was his 
motto—Savoy to the front—and he was al- 
ways there. :

The 
King did not leave the spot until all were 
brought out alive. 

Duke of Aosta May Be Next King. 

The Duchess of Aosta, who was Princess 
Helen of Orleans, once hoped, to wed the 
Prince of Naples and one day rule Italy, 
but failing in that married the Duke of 
Aosta. The latter will succeed to the Italian 
throne if the Prince of Naples dies childless. 
After shé became the Duchess of Aosta the 
Orleans Princess created a scandal by leav- 
ing her husband for a time. She refused to 
recognize his existense in any way until she 
became angry at Helene of Montenegro. 
Then she returned to her husband and has 
since borne him children. She hopes to see 
her eldest som on the Italian throne. 


Humbert Exceedingly Wealthy. 
Personally King Humbert was an exceed- 
ingly rich man. His private income was 
$1,000,000 a year. He was likewise the most 
highly honored King in the world. He car- 
ried policies on his life aggregating $7,000, - 
000, and his private fortune was $20,000,000, 
wholly invested with the Rothschilds of 
London. Most of this he has saved in the 
last twenty years, out of his civil list of 
$2,650,000 granted him by the country in 
addition to his private income. 
Courteous Even to the Humblest. 
Though but 56 years old King Humbert 
looked 68. His face was seamed with care, 
and his hair was all but snow white, His 
mustache was large and bushy, and worn 


in the military fashion affected by Emperor 


William of Germany. In manner he wasal- 
ways courteous. He never failed to return 
the affectionate salutes of even the humblest 
of his subjects. | 

It is told that once a small boy gave him 
such an 6nthusiastic “ Viva!“ that his horse 
bolted, and would have run away had not 
the King’s fine horsemanship saved him, 


Then he gravely raised his silk hat to the 
boy who had caused all the trouble by his 
demonstration of loyalty. 


Power Exercised by King. 

The King of Italy holds exclusively the en- 
tire executive power, which he éxercises 
through responsible Ministers. He is the 
head of the army and the government; but 
the legislative authority, while it is nomi- 
nally controlled by the King, originates in 
the Camera de Putati, the members of which 
are elected by the popular vote of citizens 
whi are above 21 years of age, can read and 
write, and pay taxes to the amount of 19 lire. 

With the exception of the Abyssinian war, 
which occured in 1896, there has been little 
of importance in the history of Italy or of 
King Humbert during the last ten years. 
The country has been prosperous and peace- 
ful. 

Humbert was called the loyal King, or 
as interpreted by some the man who always 
keeps his word.“ His father, Victor Emman- 
uel II., was called the “‘ gentleman King.” 


Punctual in All His Affairs. 


Humbert was punctual in his private and 
public affairs, and made it # habit to be up 
at 5 o'clock every morning. From 8 to 7 
he attended to his private business, and after 
that hour devoted his time to state matters. 
He was easily accessible. An audience with 
the King never was difficult to secure. 

It was his custom at 4 o’clock on pleasant 
afternoons to drive through the streets of 


— 
Rome like an ordinary private person, and. 
even at public fupctions he made it a point 
to inquiré after the minutést personal af- 
fairs of his subjects. Tht: 
Gave Care to Son’s Training. 

Victor Emmanuel III., who will succeed 
Humbert to the throne of Italy, is a serious 
young man of BI years. He has had the best 
educational advantages that Italy affords, 
and his training has received the personal | 
attention of his father. He is said to be in 
every respect worthy to ascend the throne. 
The young Prince was married in October, 
1896, to the Princess of Montenegro, noted 
in European courts as a beautiful woman. 


His Attitude Toward the Vatican. 

Humbert's attitude toward the Vatican 
was considerably less antagonistic than had 
been his father’s. While formal relations 
were never resumed between the Pope and 
the King, the understanding between them 
was positive and far more liberal in its lati- 
tude than had existed when the papacy was 
first shorn of its temporal power. 

In regard to the “ prisoner of the Vatican,“ 
the Pope being shut up in his own palace, 
which act was generally charged to Hum- 
bert, Justin McCarthy, in his “ Life of Leo 
XIII.“ which speaks with authority, en- 
pressly says that the isolation was not en- 
forced; it was voluntary with the Pope. 

Despite the protective measures taken by 
Humbert Leo was subjected to indignities 
whenever he went abroad, this authority 
says, so he chose rather to retire within the 
walls of his estate. He lived thus for a long 
time, and the fallacious belief gained ground 
that Humbert was instrumental in the seclu- 
sion.

Queen Margherita, the widow of Humbert, 
is his first cousin, a daughter of Prince Fer- 
dinand, Duke of Genoa, brother of Victor 
Emmanuel, and who died before Humbert 
came to the throne. Her mother was Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of King John of Sax- 
ony and Duchess of Genoa, who after Fer- 
dinand’s death married the Marquis Rapel- 
lo. Queen Margherita was born in Novem- 
ber, 1861, and was married to Prince Hum- 
bert in April, 1868, Their first child, Victor 
Emmanuel, was born in November, 1860.

The widew was beautiful as a girl and 
retained hef girlish face and ferm for many 
years. She is literally worshiped by her 
people. She systematically has kept aloof 
from politics, but she surrounded herself by 
a court of men of letters and artists, whom 
she is wont to surprise by her wit, culture, 
and erudition. She knows Latin and Greek. 
speaks French, English, and German with 
equal facility. She is well u date in the 
literature of all countries, but she owns te a 
preference for the poets, ancient and mod- | 
ern, of her own Italy. It would be almost 
impossible to allude to a passage in 
„Dante or Tasso which she could not 
at once quote in its entirety. She is also 
passionately fond of music, while the King 
cared for it as little as for poetry. 

Her own favorite emblem is the pearl, of 
which she wears strings upon strings around 
her neck, so that by her rows of pearis the 
ex-Queen can always be recognized, if by 
no other sign. And every year this row of 
pearls grew richer, for the King, who shared 
the Queen's half-barbarian love of precious 
stones, added annually a string to the pre- 
ciqus necklace, until it now descends far be- 


low her waist, and has really lost some of | 


its elegant and decorative character. They 
celebrated their silver wedding in 1893.

Shock to Italian Consul.

Jam terribly shocked by the news of the 
assassination of King Humbert. Our ruler 
was so well beloved by his subjects that it is 
almost impossible to think any Italian would 
commit such a crime. However, there are 
many Anarchists in Italy, and I think that 
it must have been the work of one of these. 

King Humbert recently had been in Na- 
ples to bid good by to the Italian troops op 
their way to China and was there received 
with the greatest demonstrations of respect 
and sympathy by soldiers and civilians alike. 

“ The Italians of Chicago, of whom there 
are 25,000, will receive the news with a great 
deal of regret. There are no Italian An- 
archists in Chicago that I know of. I expect 
that the consulate will be besieged by the 
Italian colony tomorrow.

„He has stood always,” continued Dr. 
Tobias, for the freedom of Italy and the 
rights of all its people. His son, who will 
succeed him, is strongly inclined to the po- 
litical policies of/France, and it is my be- 
lief that he wil be inclined to follow the 
French idea. King Humbert was one of 
if not the greatest ruler Italy everhad. He 
was constantly solicitous for the welfare of 
the masses. Everything that added to the 
burdens of the poor people received his at- 
tention. It was his custom to go among 
them and do much to relieve their suffer- 
ing. In the event of any catastrophe or ac- 
cident in which persons were killed and 
crippled he always was first to subscribe for 
their care or the relief of their families. If 
possible he went himself to the scene and 
would see that the wounded were given 
proper attention.

LONDON, July 30, 3 a. m.—*‘ Please notify 
the government at Pekin that they will be. 
held personally guilty if the members of the 
legations or other foreigners suffer injury.“ 

This is the note framed at the suggestion 
of the French government by Lord Salisbury 
and sent to the Chinese Minister in London 

on July 5, and later, repeated in Germany, 
France, and Austria.. It was made public 
through the government report of the recent 
correspondence on the Chinese situation, and 
but one construction is put on the threat 
nere. 

It is that Prince Tuan and other leaders 
in the Pekin government will promptly be 
executed, if, when the allied relief column 
reaches the capital, the members of the 
legations and other foreigners are not found 
unharmed. 


Japanese Runners Report. 

The report that a Japanese runner made 
the trip from Tien Tsin to Pekin and return 
between July 15 and 19, bringing word that 
the legations were still holding out, is re- 
garded dubiously here. The dispatch he 
brings states: ‘‘ We are defending ourselves 
against the Chinese well, and the attack is 
stopped. Will keep up. Can last a month, 
although a difficult task. 

“The Japanese casualties are: Killed, 
Kozima, diplomatic attaché, Captain Ando, 
one student, and a few marines; five or six 
wounded, many slightly wounded.” 

The Chefoo Consul says that nothing is 
written about the other Ministers. 

All the Shanghai correspondents send the 
story of the Pekin banker who fled the cap- 
ital on July 7, and who states the legations 
were destroyed; that all foreigners had dis- 
appeared, but he could not say if they were 
murdered, as he was too frightened to in- 
quire. The banker has gone to Ningapo. 


Massacre Story Repeated. 

The manager of a Russian bank at Shang- 
hai has received a letter from his New 
Chang branch stating that Chinese repre- 
sentatives from Pekin, who have arrived 
there, confirmed the story of the massacre 
and states that the foreign Ministers were 
murdered, and as the Chinese swarmed in 
to the legations the Ministers killed their 
families at the last moment.

Killed at Mission Stations. 

The Daily Mail's Shanghai dispatch of 
July 28 reports that the native missionaries 
at Shansi and five foreigners were massacred 
and that forty foreigners and many converts 
were killed at Aal Yuen Fu. The Catholic 
cathedral at Huh Fung Kow, he says, is 
besieged and the inmates are dooméd. 

Conditions in Pekin July 16. 

A dispatch to the Times from St. Peters- 
burg, July 27, says: The Minister of Fi- 
nance sent to me tonight the third telegram 
received from the director of the Russian 
bank at Pekin, M. Pokotiloff, dated July 16, 
which says: 

Disorders continue and the anti-Christ- 
lans arc attacking the Europeans and Chi- 
nese Christians. The foreign detachments 
shot down crowds of anti-Christians and 
rescued persecuted Christians. 

Today the anti-Christians burnt a shop 
and the fire spread rapidly, burning a greater 
part of the trading quarter. The flames 
reached the town gate of Tsian Min and not 
far from Legation street the fire was sub- 
dued, but it caused commotion among the 
Europeans, as showing a determined desire 
of the anti-Christians to cremate us alive.’ "’

MRS. M. 8. WOODWARD WRITES 
HER LAST RESORT IN PEKIN. 


In the Letter to Her Husband in Evans- 
ton, Written on June 11, She Says 
She Has Five Cartridges and a Re- 
volver—She Would Use Three Bul- 
lets on Boxers, if Attacked, and Save 
One for Her Daughter and Other 
tor Herself. 


Mrs. M. 8. Woodward of Evanston, when 
she wrote the last letter received by her 
husband from Pekin, was armed with a 
tive-shooter revolver. It was her intention, 
according to the letter, if the band in the 
legation building were attacked to use the 
first three cartridges on the assalling Chi- 
nese. Then, if with what other defenders 
were doing the Boxers were not repulsed, 
she had decided to kill her daughter, lone, 
with one of the remaining bullets and shoot 
herself with the last, so they would not fall 
alive into the hands of the Boxers. 

This plece of news was contained in the 
letter written by Mrs. Woodward on June 
11 last, after she and her daughter had made 
a futile attempt to escape from Pekin. 
They found when they arrived at the depot 
that so much of the track had been torn up 
it was impossible for them to depart, so 
they made their way with difficulty back to 
the legation. 

Mr. Woodward has guarded the letter with 
extreme care, saying, when asked for its 
use by newspapers, that it was personal in 
its tone. However, enough was given out to 
show that an ineffectual attempt had been 
made to escape. 

Mr. Woodward was out of town yester- 
day, but his housekeeper, Mrs. Sarah T. 
Hoaglund, seen at the residence, 1020 For- 
rest avenue, Evanston, told of the deter- 
mination of Mrs. Woodward to use the re- 
volver on her daughter and herself, if nec- 
essary. Mrs. Hoaglund said: 

Isa the letter. Mrs. Woodward, in ad- 
dition to what has been printed, wrote that 
she was armed with a five-shooter revolver 
and that, if the worst came, she would use 
three bullets on the Chinese, but would save 
one bullet for herself and one for her daugh- 
ter, so that they might not fall alive into 
the hands of the Boxers. 3 8 
She further stated that the marines had 
been ordered up by Minister Conger and 
that news had been received of the landing 
of the relief force, thus showing that she 
still had hopes that they might be saved.“ 
Mrs. Woodward has had considerable ex- 
perience with firearms and hag the reputa- 
tion of being a good pistol shot. Her rela- 
tives fear the worst has come. 


SAYS CHINESE ARE MERCILESS. 


General Edward Forester Describes 
Hideous Cruelty of Tortures 
He Suffered. 


New York, July 29.—[Special.]—General 
Edward Forester, an American now ein this 
city, who was Commander-in-Chief of Li 
Hung Chang’s army when the last uprising 
of the Boxers Was put down and who forty 
years ago suffered cruelties unspeakable, 
tells his story thus: 

I joined General Frederic Ward's force 
of sharpshooters for service in China in 
April, 1860. The first attack was upon Lung 
Kiang, a walled city and stronghold of the 
rebels. That first attack was a horrible 
failure, and half the little band was mur- 
dered as an example to those who might 
follow. Quickly the gaps were filled up and 
a second attack made which was successful. 
Later an attack was made upon Sung Kiang, 
Ward leaving me with several hundred men 
to defend Sing Pu. Reinforcements were 
promised me, but owing to false reports sent 
out by the Boxers that our force had fallen 
they were not sent. 

“Then Wang, the protecting King, leader 
of the Boxers, sent a flag of truce, with a 
request for an interview. This interview 
Was granted, and Wang offered me as much 
gold as each officer could carry and as much 
silver as each private could carry if they 
would retreat to Suung Kiang. I spurned 
the offer. 


Resists Nearly Two Years: 


It was not until June 10, 1862, that Ward 
and his army knew I was alive and still 
holding Sing Pu. A relief force immediate- 
ly was sent to our relief, which burned the 
city to release us. The plan was a bad one, 
and in the confusion that followed the Box- 
ox swarmed in and took possession of the 
city. 

No quarter was shown to my men. The 
slaughter was frightful. Officers’ heads 
were carried through the streets on spears 
and the bodies of privates were mutilated. 
I had gone to a tower of observation to get 
a view of the whole situation, and was held 
a prisoner there. 


Is Captured and Tortured. 


“When the massacre was over they of- 
fered to spare my life if I would. come down. 
ew what that meant. I knew that the. 
ghastly tortures they had already perpe- 
trated would be.nothing compared to the 
inventions they would conjure up for me. 
They togk me down from the tower, and I 
was stripped and bound and brought before 
the protecting King. Wang was sitting in 
the chair at headquarters where I had 
spurned his offer at the recent interview. 
The protecting King was in a towering 
rage. The burning of the city had infuriated 
him, and all the furjous hatred and desire for 
vengeance against the throne and his ene- 
mies centered itself upon me. 

J refused to kneel, hoping insult might 
bring instant death. I was forced to kneel, 
however, by blows from the soldiers on the 
back of my knees. Wang. who was about to 
fill a cup fronwa pot of boiling tea, hurled the 
pot at me,.the scalding tea bringing blisters 
on my face and shoulders. 

Then the protecting King devised a most 
exquisite entertainment for his Boxers, who 
had had little enough to amuse them. I 
should be wrapped in oil soaked paper and 
set on fire at nightfall, to make a living 
torch; the amusement to be kept up until I. 
was reduced to cinders. I was then led toa 
dungeon, gagged and bound hand and foot. 
Later I was thrown out where the crowds 
could jeer at me and torture me at will. 
Wins Friendship of Prince. 


Among the crowd was the 14-year-old 
son of Wang, who was smoking a silver 
pipe. The instinct for torture was strong 
within the boy, for he devised an original 
means of his own. Puffing upon the pipe 
until the bow! became red hot, he dug it into 
my unprotected body. Several times he re- 
peated the action, and as the flesh sizzled 
the crowd laughed with delight. In making 
his last attempt the boy got close to me. I 
kicked him ten feet. In the uproar that fol- 
lowed, and the blows which this new offense 
invited, the boy noticed the deep, ugly 
wounds his torture had inflicted, and sud- 
denly asked my forgiveness, which I granted. 
Thereupon the boy Wang became my friend, 
and promised to intercede for my life. 
“When I was led out to execution the 
next day the boy’s pleading saved my life. 
Lite, however, meant torture. An iron 
collar was fitted around my neck and the 
chain suspended from it fastened to the 
saddle of a pack horse. Chains were bound 
around me, and in this manner, without 
clothing to protect me from the scorching 
sun, I was dragged over the country, the 
chains forcing their way through the mu- 
tilated flesh and leaving trails of blood in 
the highways.

QUEER STORY FROM SHANGHAI.

was supported by the American officials in 
his claim to the appointment of inspector

Washington, D. C., July 20.— [Special. 
Officials here say they do not put much cre- 
dence in the Shanghai dispatches to the 
London papers, as the Chinese town has 
rapidly acquired the reputation of sending 
out nothing but sensational news. Besides 
that, State department officials say they 
are too busy over the situation at Pekin to 
pay attention to petty intrigues at Shanghai.

BERLIN, July 29.—The Cologne Gazette 
feels called upon to absolve the conscience 
of Europe for its treatment of China. The 
gist of its argument is that no country has 
the right to shut its doors against the out- 
side world. China,“ it says, is the land 
of ossification, of robbery, of injustice, of 
dirt, of stupidity, of pride, of egoism, of 
lying, of cruelty, of cowardice—in short, of 
decay in every respect. The most remark- 
able thing, though, is there are many good 
qualities in this people.

pelled us to take this step. The seizures by 
the other powers are also for the most part 
to be judged in the same way.

SOCIALIST HINT TO KAISER. 


Vorwaerts Publishes Manifesto of Duke 
of Brunswick, Issued in 1792, with 


Significant Italics.

BERLIN; July 29.—The Social Democratic 
Vorwaerts publishes without comment the 
manifesto which the Duke of Brunswick 
issued on July 25, 1792, before invading 
France at the head of the armies of Prussia 
and Austria. The italics with which the 
proclamation is printed show the Vorwaerts 
regards it as a parallel to the speech of Em- 
peror William at Wilhelmshaven, where he 
declared his intention of taking revenge 
“such as the world has never seen.“ The 
document reads in part as follows: 

Their Imperial and Royal Majesties will 
hold all officials responsible with their heads, 
according to the laws of war and without 
hope of pardon, for all events. Further, 
their Imperial and Royal Majesties de- 
clare upon their imperial and royal word 
that if the Palace of the Tuileries is at- 
tacked or the slightest affront is offered to 
their Majesties of France, or if measures 
are not immediately taken for their free- 
dom and safety, they will take exemplary 
revenge which will remain unforgotten throughout 
all time."’ 

The effect of the manifesto was the imme- 
diate capture of the Tuileries, the march of 
an enthusiastic and terwards victorious 
army against the Duke of Brunswick, and 
the death of the royal family of France.

MINISTER HERE. 


Kogoro Takahira Stops Over 
in City on His Way to’ 
Washington. 


RETICENT ON WAR CRISIS 


Doubts if It Is Expedient at This 
Moment to March on Chi- 
nese Capital. 


SPEAKS ENGLISH FLUENTLY. 


The new Japanese Minister Plenipoten- 
tlary to the United States, Mr. Kogoro Taka- 
hira, arrived in Chicago yesterday on his 
way to Washington. He came from San 
Francisco, where he landed six days ago, 
over the Northwestern road. The overland 
train conveying the Minister arrived four 
hours late, and it was 1:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon when he reached this city. He 
was accompanied by his wife, private secre- 
tary, and valet, and was met at the North- 
western depot by Mr. Toshio Fujita, the lo- 
cal Japanese Consul, and Frank Halpin, 
Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania lines. 
Mr. Takahira and party drove to the Audi- 
torlum Annex. The journey to Washington 
will be resumed this morning at 9:30 o'clock 
over the Pennsylvania road. 


Reticent on Chinese Situation. 

Mr. Takahira was extremely reticent con- 
cerning the Chinese situation. He said he 
had not received any official news lately. 

Some people have optimistic views upon 
this matter, others have extremely pessimis- 
tic,” said Mr. Takahira. “ My opinions and 
expressions must be based upon what news 
of an authentic nature I receive. In the 
absence of such news I cannot express an 
opinion. 

“I do not know if it is expedient at th 
moment to march on the Chinese capital. 
The matter is difficult to handle. If the for- 
eign troops are sent against the Chinese 
capital, and if the Chinese troops have no 
organization and are allowed to act as they 
like, they may get frightened and make no 
stand. On the contrary, if they are left 
alone, perhaps there might be some means 
of rescuing the foreigners without much 
injury to them, but they are said in some 
quarters to have been already slain. In this 
case the only way is to march on the capital 
and see what has been done.“ 

Mr. Takahira stopped at Honolulu on Als 
way to this country. There he was. pre- 
sented with a memorial by the Japanese mer- 
chants who had their property destroyed 
in the burning of Chinatown to overcome the 
plague. This memorial is a claim for dam- 
ages against the United States government, 
and Mr. Takahira will lay it before the com- 
migsion appointed by the President to inves- 
tigate such claims. 


Characteristics of New Minister. 


The new Japanese Minister ts about 58 
years of age, rather muscular, and somewhat 
taller than the Japanese standard. His face 
is strong, his manner of expression cars 
ful and studied, and his command of the 
English language is perfect. He was at« 
tached to the Japanese Legation in Wash- 
ington several years ago. He measures 
every word carefully, and his enunciation is 
clear, his speech slow. When talking upon 
international affairs his eyes never stray 
from the pencil of the interviewer, and he 
appears to have a faculty of reading upside 
down. He is a smoker, and during the 
pauses, which are frequent and sometimes 
of a minute’s duration, in his discussion of 
a subject, he rolls his cigar. between his 
fingers and leans his chin studiously upon 
his hand. 

I have been in European countries for the 
last seven years,” said Mr. Takahira, “ and 
am out of the English speaking habit. 1 
shall now resume my study of the language 
and will soon be able to go along all richt.“ 

What Mr. Takahira has to learn about the 
English language is not apparent, as his 
pronunciation is perfect and he never hesi- 


tates for a word. 
His Wife Is Handsome. 

Mrs. Takahira appears much younger than 
her husband. She was attired, when she 
arrived, in a fawn-colored traveling gown, 
and wore a thin black veil and black hat. 
While her husband was arranging for the 
transfer of his baggage at the depot Mrs. 
Takahira sat in the walting- room. She is 
a handsome woman, and attracted much 


ttention. 

Takahira will enter upon his official 
duties when he reaches Washington. He 
declined to give his personal opinion as to 
whether or not the foreigners in Pekin had 
been killed. He left his hotel late yeaterday 
afternoon to spend the evening at the resi- 
dence of the Japanese Consul. 


GERMANY SHORT OF ARMY FOOD 


Exclusion of Canned Meats Hampers . 
the Provisioning of Troops and 
Ships for China. 


HAMBURG, July 29.—In consequence of 
the excluding of canned meats, the pro- 
visioning of troops for China has been great- 
ly hampered. The Freisinnige Zeitung re- 
ports that ihe Intendantur in Kiel is trying 
in vain to buy corned and boiled beef for the 
navy. All the stock that remained of canned 
meats had ulready been passed through the 
custom-house. It will be necessary for the 
Intendantur to turn to English and other 
foreign firms in order to obtain the necessary 
quantities.

WILL LET D’ESSAUER ALONE. 


Police Have Not Been Asked to Extra- 
dite Man with Local Record Ar- 
rested in London. 


George D’Essauer, who was reported to 
have been arested in London for defrauding 
a hotel, and who was wanted here on charges 
of negotiat forged bonds of the North- 
western Gas t and Coke company, need 
not have much fear of being brought back 
by the Chicago police. Captain Colleran 
said his department would do nothing to- 
ward his return unless requested by persons 
alleged to have been swindled. Captain Col- 
leran said: ‘‘ As yet the Police department 
has received no word that the man detained 
in England is D’Essauer. We shall keep 
our hands off the case until we are asked to 
have him brought here by those who are 
supposed to have been victimized. I am sure 
that D’Essauer could have been captured 
by our.men if the case had been given us. 
We worked on it a while, and just when we 
were sure of locating him the representa- 
tives of the Northwestern Gas Light and 
Coke company of Evanston, which was in- 
terested in his capture, took it from us. We 
now have nothing to do withit. If we were 
asked to have him returned and he is the 
right man I am confident we can get him.“ 

An official of the Northwestern Gas Light 
and Coke company said his company lost 
nothing and was not interested in the re- 
tention or prosecution of D’Essauer. 

Friends of D’Essauer, who loaned him 
money on the strength of the bonds without 
investigating, are said to be the heaviest 
losers by his alleged forgeries. 


The name of S. George D’Essauer first be- 


came known to the public when in last April 
he w charged with placing $50,000 of 
forged bonds to secure loans amounting to 
$27,500. He then was Vice President of the 
Western Security company. This concern 
now is defunct. 

The day before the forgery became known 
D' Essauer left his wife, who was formerly 
Miss Lizzie Harvey, granddaughter of John 
Van Nortwick, the wealthy paper manu- 
facturer, and disappeared. For some time 
previous_he had been showering attentions 
on Helen Bertram, prima donna of the Bos- 
tonians. He traveled with her much, gave 
her many gifts, and, it is said, she promised 
to become his wife. Meanwhile the fact 
that the bonds on which he had secured 
loans were forged became known, and 
D' Essauer disappeared. Since then the man 
who loaned some of the money to him has 
received $8,000 from friends of the missing 
broker.

Twelve Injured, Two Fatally, 
by the Explosion of a 
Cannon Charge.

BOARD OF INQUIRY ORDERED 


Springfield, III., July 20.—[Special.]—While 
members of Battery A of Danville were load- 
ing the sunset gun at Camp Lincoln this 
afternoon a careless cigaret smoker tossed 
a lighted stump into the powder charge. A 
terrific explosion followed. Two artillery- 
men were fatally hurt and a score of militia- 
men and bystanders were more or less seri- 
ously burned.

Man Responsible Disappears. 

The man responsible for the accident was 
not identified. In the confusion attending 
the accident be disappeared. Bystanders 
declared that the culprit was a trooper of

Excitement at the camp was intense. Hun- 
dreds of visitors were on the grounds at the 
time and news of the accident spread quick- 
ly. About the scene of the tragedy the 
greatest confusion prevailed. The ground 
in front of the gun was strewn with the in- 
jured, and their groans sickened the by- 
standers, many of whom were women. 

The gun was being loaded to fire at sunset 
when the camp colors were lowered. Quar- 


der and delivered it to Corporal Balsley, who 
commanded the firing’ squad. 


Powder Bag Splits. 

The bag of powder was too large to enter 
the cannon easily, and in pressing it to place 
the bag was split, allowing a stream of the 
powder to trickle down on to the ground. Cor- 
poral Balsley was standing directly in front 
of the muzzle of the gun, tamping the charge 
into place with a ramrod, when the cigaret 
was thrown into the little mound of powder 
on the ground below the gun. 

With lightning rapidity the fire traveled 
from the ground to the muzzle of the cannon, 
the still flowing stream of powder forming 
a connecting fuse between the waste powder 
and the charge. Before the artillerymen had 
realized the situation the charge exploded 

Rupert and Balsley were both in front of 
the gun, and they received the full force of 
the explosion. Balsley was knocked sense- 
less, and did not move after he fell. Rupert 
was horribly injured; and his uniform was 
set on fire. Wrapped in flames and scream- 
ing with pain the artilleryman, who weighs 
230 pounds, started to run across the camp 
grounds. He ran towards the battery head- 
quarters, and had advanced 200 yards, al- 
most to the tent of the commander, Captain 
Philip Yaeger, when he was overtaken by 
some of his comrades. The unfortunate 
man's friends quickly tore the burning 
clothes from his body, but not until he had 


Death Seems Certain. 

Rupert pluckily sat up while an examina- 
tion of his wounds were made and while they 
were dressed at the hospital, but the re- 
lapse followed, and his death is said to be 
a question of only a few hours. Besides the 
burns about his body his face was roasted, 
his eyesight destroyed, and his left arm

, Caring for the Injured. 

Immediately after the accident the hospital 
ambulance of the First Regiment was sum- 
moned and a load of the injured was taken 
to the regimental hospital for treatment. A 
carriage from general headquarters con- 
veyed Rupert, Balsley, Sharp, and Stevens, 
the more seriously hurt, to St. John’s Hos- 
pital, and young Kabler was taken to the 
Springfield Hospital. | 

Dr. George N. Kreider, until a few days ago 
Assistant Surgeon General of the Illinois 
National Guard, took charge of the sufferers 
at St. John’s Hospital. Everything the in- 


gest was done to alleviate the suffering of 
the men, but there is small hope of the re- 
covery of either Rupert or Balsley. The 
hospital physicians expressed doubt of their 
living until morning. 

Both Rupert and Balsley are old men in 
the service. Balsley has served a tontinu- 
ous enlistment of five years and Rupert is 
now serving a second enlistment. He is 
manager of a restaurant in Danville, is 26 
years old, and resides with his parents there. 
Rupert is a blacksmith, is married, and has 
a family living in Danville.

While 
this is a promise of good for the future, it 
means, however, added distress for the pres- 
ent. Orphan and deserted children are 
amongst the worst sufferers, because most 
helpless. Missionaries are facing the prob- 
lem of what to do with these suffering little 
ones. To leave them to die of starvation, or 
suffer uncared for, is impossible, but to care 
for such large numbers implies a future 
financial responsibility they cannot well as- 
sume unless the philanthropy of the world 
backs them up in their labor for humanity, 

One of the great lessons of the famine 
is that India needs a better industrial basis 
for her population, and charity could hardly 
take a better shape than an industrial educa- 
tion to these famine children, making them 
not only trained artisans, but fitting them to 
lead and to educate their people. 

America's sympathy for India will surely 
not end with the disappearance of the fam- 
ine after the crops have been reaped. The

CUBANS APPROVE THE DECREE. 


Proclamation Providing for the Consti- 
tutional Convention and for Election 
of Delegates Pleases All Parties. 


HAVANA, July 290—The decree calling the 
constitutional convention and providing for 
the election of delegates meets with almost 
universal approval by the Cuban press. 
The element which has always clamored for 
independence sees in the convention the 
probable consummation of the plans of a 
lifetime. The Cubano says that the United 
States government has been frank and 
honest in declarations that are of vital im- 
portance to Cuba.“ The Discusion publishes 
a strong editorial in favor of the conven- 
tion, but expresses the opinion that twice 
the number of delegates fixed by the 
will be necessary if the convention is to 
represent all parties and opinions. 

There is another element that takes a 
somewhat different view of the convention 
and of the powers which the United States 
government seems about to delegate to the 
Cubans. The autonomists, Cuban capital- 
ists generally, and Cuban merchants alike 
look with eoncern upon the prospective dev- 
olution of large responsibilities upon inex- 
perienced hands; and the word has gone 
around among them to try to elect the best 
class of delegates possible. Probably they 
will rally to the banner of the Union Demo- 
cratic party. 

Those who share these apprehensions will 
use their funds and influence to secure the 
full registration of the better class of voters 
and to educate the people up to the idea that 
it would be advantageous to continue the 
American intervention several years longer. 

Many oBjections are made to the short 
time allowed, five days, for registration and 
to the fact that there is only one registra- 
tion place for each municipality. Members 
of the Union Democratic party are foremost 
in taking exception to this arrangement. 
“They believe there will be 15,000 registra- 
“tions in Havana above the figures reached 
at the municipal elections, and they contend 
that should this be so it will be impossible 
to enroll all who apply.,

If true the 
operation is identical with those pursued by 
Grant Gillett, the Kansas plunger, who re- 
mortgaged cattle to the amount of over 
$1,000,000. Gillett crossed to Old Mexico, 
where he has since lived. 

Until the time ofits financial collapse three 
months ago Mr. Swazey was a member of 
the local commission firm of Ladd, Penny & 
Swazey. The firm did a general cattle com- 
mission business at the stock-yards. The 
loss is said to be generally distributed among 
banks, some of them in the East, so that it 
is not heavy on ns person or concern. 
Swazey is well known in Kansas City and 
through the cattle country west of here, hay- 
ing been in the business for many years. 


Swazey on Way to South America. 


Swazey is said to be on board the steam- 
ship Hermosa, sailing for Buenos Ayres, 
South America, having gone on board on 
July 5, just two hours ahead of Detective 
Kirk, who followed him from Kansas City 
to New York, armed with a warrant which 
was issued by the authorities here. 

At the time of the failure of the cattle firm 
of Ladd, Penny & Swazey it was impossible 
to discover the amount involved, especially 
as the company did business over such a 
wide range of country. Three days after- 
ward inquiries began to come in, and simul- 
taneous reports of the mental, as well as the 
physical, collapse of the junior member of 
the firm. 

Thomas L. Ladd, senior member of the 
firm, makes the following statement: 

“I do not know the present whereabouts 
of Mr. Swazey, but have been informed, upon 
what seems to be reliable authority, that he 
has left for South America. If it is true, I 
cannot account for his departure. I do not 
believe Mr. Swazey has done aflything crimi- 
nal. As far as we know at present his books 
are straight, and we have no reason to sus- 
pect he has been in any way dishonest with 
the fran. 


Made Some Poor Loans. 


Mr. Swazey was the financial man of the 
firm. He handled all the paper, and had 
exclusive control of that department of the 
business. In the latter part of June we dis- 
covered we had become overloaded with 
paper, and it vas then Mr. Swazey informed 
us of certain big loans made in Oklahoma 
which proved to be bad. This was a short 
time before his mind collapsed, which 1 be- 
lieve was caused by worry on account of 
these bad loans. His failure to inform us 
of the threatened financial crisis was prob- 
ably due to his proud disposition, rather 
than any intentional wrong. 

“Soon after Mr. Swazey suffered the col- 
lapse of his mental faculties he was taken 
to Chicago. I heard later he had been placed 
in an asylum in Maryland.“

mind. His plea was for tolerance and calm 
judgment. 

Sermon of Lazenby. 

Preaching in Unity Church in the morning 
the Rev. A. Lazenby made the following 
reference to the events in China: 

“Before we assemble again the nations of 
Burope, together with this nation, may be 

in a death struggle with a barbar- 
jem Of the most cruel type. Whatever the 
immediate causes that have brought it 
about, such a struggle was inevitable. It 
was sure to come—as sure as the struggle 
between light and darkness. How should 
the modern world meetit? How shall it face 
this problem? 

“One would rejoice at the concert of the 
powers were it not that the concert of Eu- 
pope has become a byword for indifference 
and selfishness and cynicism. At present 
the concert of the powers recalis vertain 
guecessful attempts to stifie or balk the 


 ghivalrous instincts of a people. 


“Tike a regiment whose pace is that of 


te slowest man, we have come to think of 


the concert as a league whose character is 
that of the meanest member. The concert 
is Judged not by that which ought to be its 
Went, but by that which is at once its 
Weakness—its fear, its cupidity, its jealousy. 
it badly needs that cynicism should give 
way to a generous*impulse for once, if only 
to prevent cynicism from becoming the ab- 
solute rule of nations. A concert of powers 
which for once had put these things out of 
its head, and done a fine thing promptly, 
might be trusted in an emergency such as 
this.”

LONDON, July 20.— The ground swell of 
uneasiness that has influenced our money 
market all week is subsiding slightly 
towards the end of it, but ts not really dis- 
appearing. The fact that business has been 
driving to the Bank of England because the 
credit dealers outside were afraid to dis- 
count bills at 8 per cent shows how strong 
the sentiment of apprehension was. At the 
end of the month we expect generally some 
little scramble for money, owing to our 
monthly bank balance sheet arrangements, 
but the restlessness of the market had little 
to do with that em this occasion. Short 
credits were fairly cheap always, never ris- 
ing to more than 8% per cent, except on Fri- 
day and Saturday, when the Stock Exchange 
payments made the lenders occasionally 
exact 4 per cent. Seven-day loans rarely 
cost more than 3% per cent, and everybody 
looks for greater cheapness when the new 
month comes in, yet brokers were not able 
to discount freely, and sometimes not at all 
at 4 per cent, so for the first three days of the 
week the discount business accordingly went

It should be classified so that 
its biography, geography, history, ethics, 
and doctrines’ stand as complete and orderly 
as the matter in a legal text book.

To class with horse 
thieves, adulterers, and murderers a person 
whe lives honorably, does no man an injury 
and renders to every man his due, is a 
palpable injustice. Yet insistence must be 
made on the necessity of reliance upon Christ 
for salvation.

Ry February it became 
more than twice that sum, and by the mid- 
dle of March the demand had swollen to 
about £54,000,000, and now another £11,500,- 
000 goes on top of that, £3,000,000 of it for 
China. Not only has all the war loan money 
been spent, but the government has had to 
issue £2,000,000 of Treasury bills this week 
and is nearly £6,000,000 in debt to the Bank 
of England, besides having used up 10 per 
cent of the war loan, which was paid up in 
full. | 


Markets Naturally Nervous. 

We feel in a fog amid all these leakages 
of capital and new demands, so that fits of 
nervousness may be excused in the market, 
especially as it will have the greatest dim “- 
culty in finding the money required. Recol- 
@»+Ject that all these wants of the government 
are in addition to the ordinary demands from 
municipal corporations all over the king- 
| dom; from our colonies and from India, and 

that quite indefinite possibilities of expendi- 
— are opening up in connection with China 

one. 

The hardness in money has lifted the con- 
tinental exchanges slightly in our favor, afid 
declined the interest rates in Germany, but 
we are not yet out of danger of raids upon 
our small stock of gold, and consequently we 
expect, after a little pause. to see money 
‘again advance and a5 per cent bank rate as 
the next move. Such possibilities and en- 
tanglements have put an end to all life upon 
the stock exchange, and business is smalier 
than I have seen it since before the Baring | 
crisis and much smaller if the multiplicity 
of new securities added since then are taken. 
into account. On the stock exchange itself 
I can find no trace of weakness. Many de- 
partments are rather bare of stock, even in 
the home railway market. which has been 
depressed by heavy sales of pawned stock in 
anticipation of poor dividends. In the credit 
market at large, however, there are great 
accummlations of unplaced securities held 
dy bankers’ money, which might become 
dangerous were the scarcity of loanable cap- 
ital to become ext#eme. 

I look for the trouble to arise outside the 
stock exchange when it does come, and I am 
certain there is trouble about.

RIVER DESTROYS A TOWN. 


Potam in the Yaqui Country Wiped Out 
of Existence by a River Which 
Changed Its Course. 


Torin, Rio Yaquin, July 18.—[{Correspond- 
ence.]—The Town of Potam, eighteen miles 
below Torin, has been destroyed by the river. 
During the high water the river shifted its 
course and flowed through the main plaza. 
All the buildings in the town have been 
abandoned excepting the barracks and the 
mill. The cuartel on the plaza, occupied by 
2,000 soldiers, now stands on the southern 
bank of the river, whereas heretofore it 
stood on the nortbern bank. There are four 
feet of water in the cuartel. The cuartel 
fronting the Yaquin camp was not struck by 
the river, but is inundated. It is still occu- 
pied by 700 soldiers. A great number of peo- 
ple have temporary quarters in the upper 
story of the flour mill, but most of the in- 
habitants are living in boats. 

This is the third time in ten years the place 
has been destroyed. The present town is 
three years old. A flood has been expected 
for some time, owing to the faulty construc- 
tion of a canal dam a short distance 
above the town. e river worked its way 
through this canal and dam, and cut a new 
channel towards the town. It is believed 
there will be little loss besides the buildings, 
as all goods are kept high above the water 
line.

WILL LIMIT HE OUTPUT 


CONFERENCE OF STEEL MEN 
SHOWS CHANGE IN CONDITIONS. 


Situation Is Regulated by Large Indus- 
trial Combination — Not Possible 
When Trade Was in Hands of In- 
dividual Mauufacturers—Prices of 
Iron and Metals as Compared with 
Last Year—Wholesale Markets Quiet 
—Declining Tendency in Wheat. 


The conferenée of the leading iron and 


steel interests of the country in this cit 
last week calls attention to a state of affairs 
have existed before the 
eat combinations in this industry were 
formed eighteen months ago. The strongest 
producers and manufacturers of iron in the 
world were able to get together by means of 
their representatives and arrive at the con- 
clusion that if overproduction exists at any 
time in any territory it is to be curtailed. 
Three or four years ago concert of action 
and judgment as was shown at the confer- 
ence at the office of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany was unknown in the iron industry. 
When the individual manufacturers made 
the market prices were often in a more or 
less demoralized condition. The market 


values of shares of companies which were 


listed on the stock exchanges of the country 
reflected that condition of the business a 
fair share of the time. The leading interests 
then were so widely separated by distance 
and business rivalry that there was no room 
for the unanimity of action displayed in the 
conference last week. 
That the prominent men in the iron indus- 
try were able to get together and frame a 
policy for the im late future conduct of 
the business shows one of the most impor- 
tant effects of the merging of nearly all the 
plants into a few large industrial combina- 
tions. From fifteen to twenty representa- 
tives of the different interests were present 
at the meeting, with authority, if all spoke 
for the various companies, to control the 
nae 5 in the present conditions of the 
rade. 

In previous years, to bring about a con- 
ference between the great steel interests it 
was necessary to call together several hun- 
dred manufacturers from all parts of the 
country.

In the North- 
western section there is, on the other hand, an 
entire lack of business enthusiasm. To a large 
extent traveling men who annually invade phat 
section have been withdrawn, it being recogni 
that the fall and winter months have little of 
rosperity in store for either the merchant or the 
arming class.

RAYMOND AGAINST ANNEXATION 


Attorney Living in Evanston Sees No 
Good in the Idea of Becoming 
a Chicagoan. 


John H. Raymond, a Chicago attorney liv- 


ing in Evanston, is decidedly opposed to the 
idea of extending the city’s limits so as to 
include the university town. Regarding the 
proposition he spoke as follows: Consolida- 
tlon between Chicago and Evanston can- 
not be effected without an amendment to the 
State constitution, because, as the law now 
stands, the consent of the voters of Evanston 
must be had, and it never can be obtained. 
The form of the amendment has been the 
matter of serious consideration by the Civic 
federation of Chicago for about three years. 
As we understand it the present proposition 
of the Civic federation leaves the autonomy 
of Evanston intact. 

“There are in the neighborhood of 3,600 
business and professional men living in 
Evanston who go to Chicago every day. It 


cannot decently be said that they are get- 


ting anything from Chicago that they do not 
pay for, as the influence in the city is in 
every respect for the good. They simply 
insist, with unanimity, that Evanston shall 
be preserved as a university town and a 
place for their homes, with absolute au- 
thority in everything that concerns the 
municipality.”

10 BE INCREASED 


Addition of Five Stations and 
100 Carriers Recommended 
for City by Commission. 


EVANSTON ALSO 1 


Recent Annexations Necessitate 
Improved Facilities in 
Outlying Districts. 


CHICAGO'S NEEDS UNIQUE. 


Chicago will seon have enlarged facili 
im the way of free postal delivery. Acco 
ing to the findings of the Postal commission, 
which has practically completed its investi- 
gations, a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of carriers is necessary in the outlying 
districts. The present seryice in the down- 
tOwn district is found to be adequate and 
fully as efficient as the conditions allow. A 
postal system as perfect as that possessed 
by the larger European cities, or even by 
compact New York, is admitted by the com- 
mission to be out of the question in Chicage 
for years to come. 

As a result of the application of Postmas- 
ter Gordon, made some time ago, five new 
postal stattöhs were allowed. In response to 
the request for an increase of 100 carriers the 
Postoffice department sent a special com- 
mission to investigate and report. The mem- 
bers of the commission are: Colonel W. G. 
Edens of Chicago, Charles T. McCey of 
Washington, and Charles Hedges of New 
York, all assistant superintendents of free 


delivery. 

; Evanston to Be Favored. 

The commission was instructed to make 
an investigation of the needs of the free 
délivery service in New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chicago, and Evanston. Citi- 
gens of the latter city were much fla ‘tered 
by being placed in the same category with 
the larger cities, and urged their rights to a 
metropolitan system of free delivery before 
the commission. The members of the com- 
mission intimated that the request of the 
ambitious suburb would probably be granted 
in view of its close proximity to Chicago. - 

Little need of increased facilities was 
found in the down-town district. Twenty- 
six collections are being made daily in this 
section, and the commission found the serv- 
ice excellent. Six and sevefi daily deliveries 
are made in this territory, and in the more 
remote business districts four and five. This 
service will be maintained on its present 
basis and will be improved as business de- 
mands. 

! Chicago’s Pressing Needs. 

In the last three years Chicago has added 
forty square miles of territory, and it is to 

this territory that the new carriers will be 
assigned. Since the annexation began 182 
carriers have been added to the force. The 
result has been that in the outlying business 
districts there are from three to four deliv- 
Fries a day, with two in the resident dis- 
tricts. Austin is now provided with the full 
city service. Of the 190 miles within the 
limits of Chicago 184 are receiving the free 
delivery service. The total number of car- 
riers and collectors now employed is 1,289. 

Members of the commission say that they 
were much impressed by the magnificent dis- 
tances of Chicago. No other city in the 
United States offers the same problems to 


the posta! authorities, and consequently com- 
ce in other cities are 


parisons with the ser vi 
unreliable. Vacant lots, pastures, and corn- 
fields, of which the commission found 
Yabundant evidence, are among the greatest 
obstacles to the perfecting of the free deliv- 
ery system in Chicago. 
The report ot the commission will be com- 
\pleted by Tuesday and will then be forwarded 
to the Postmaster Genera! at Washington. 


GRAND JURYMAN IS ARRESTED. 


Robert Calladine, Member of Body Now 
Sitting, Charged with Keeping 
Opium Den~His Place Raided. 


Robert Calladine, a member of the present 
grand jury, will appear before Justice Doyle 
in the Desplaines street police court this 
morning charged with keeping an opium den 
at 219 West Randolph street. Residents in 
that neighborhood say the arrest of Calla- 
dine is but one of many needed to clear the 
yicinity of places of unsavory character. 

Reputable residents of the quarter, bound- 
ed by Randolph, Green, Peoria, and Lake 
streets, say that crimes and resorts of dis- 
orderly characters are more numerous there 
than ever before, and that arrests of both 
men and women for robbery and other 
crimes are of nightly occurrence. The patrol 
wagon of the Desplaines Street Station 
makes more trips into that quarter than to 
any other district of the West Side, accord- 
tng to the statements of the police. 

Under the establishment at 219 Randolph 
street is the basement resort which Calla- 
dine is accused of conducting as an opium 
den. Next door to it is a Chinese restau- 
rant. Calladine’s place was raided by the 


police at a late hour on Saturday night and. 


later a raid was made at 211 Lake street, 
where five inmates and the keeper were 
taken.

CHIEF DENIS J. SWENIE 
KEEPS HIS SIXTY-SIXTH 
BIRTHDAY ANNIVERSARY. 


Waits All Day for a Four-Eleven Fire, 

but the Alarm Does Not Come— 

Friends Visit Him and Talk of Old 
Times. | 


Chief Denis J. Swenie was 66 years old yes- 
terday and waited all day in vain hopes that 
the event might be fittingly celebrated. His 


friends thought that nothing less than a / 


4-11 fire would do justice to the occasion, 
but there was no 4-11. 

The Chief demonstrates each year, in spite 
of advancing age, that he is a more active 
and vigorous fire fighter than he was the 
twelve months before. There is no day on 
which this capability could be more fittingly 
demonstrated than on the anniversary of his 
birth. And so while the Chief did not want 
a fire, because a fire entails loss to property 
and possibly -to life, yet the Chief said that 
it it were possible to have a big 4-11 in Which 
no one lost any money and nobody got hurt 
then he would like td have one, and he was 
ready to go out and put on the gloves with 
the fire fiend and demonstrate that he could 
run the flend up against the rope and give 
him a harder punch than he has ever done 
since the days he used to run wid de ma- 
chine " away back in 1849. 

The Chief sat at home most of the after- 
noon receiving the congratulations of numer- 
ous callers. Many incidents were called up 
and retold. The Chief did not remember so 
many as his friends did, at least he didn’t 
tell them. The Chief is content to let others 
tell of his deeds. He is content to fight the 
fires and let somebody else tell about it. He 
did remember, however, the terrible fire at 
the Northwestern cleaning elevator, at In- 
diana street and the river in 1897. chat was 
perhaps the nearest to death that the Chief 
came during all of his long career. At that 
time his driver was killed aud five other 
firemen, all standing near him, lost their 


lives. The Chief was blown fifty feet by the 


explosion which caused this loss of life. When 
he was picked up and came back to con- 
sciousness his first words were: This is 
the end.“ When the explosion occurred and 
just as he felt himself hurled along the 
ground the thought had come to him that he 
was adoct to die, and the first words when he 
came back to consciousness were those he 
would have spoken had he not been rendered 
insensible at just that moment.

The freight train struck the caboose of 
the show train and the caboose was forced 
over one of the sleeping cars containing em- 
ployés of the circus. All the men in the 
sleeper were more or less injured, but only 
those named were taken to the hospitals, 
the others going on with the train to Pon- 
tlac, where the show exhibits tomorrow. 
None of the railroad men was injured. 

Buffalo Bill's outfit played at Ypsilanti 
Saturday, and at midnight left that place 
over the Michigan Central in two sections. 
At West Detroit the first section was turned 
over to the Grand Trunk. It consisted of 
twenty-two cars, including flats for 
wagons, stock cars, sleeping cars and a 
caboose. The train was hauled across the 
city to the Milwaukee junction yards, and 
while backing down the track a freight was 
seen coming up on the same rails. The 
conductor of the show train tried to signal 
the freight, but the signal was not observed. 
The freight conductor, too, saw the danger 
and managed to get his train slowed down 
somewhat, but not enough to avert the col- 


lision. 
Work of Rescue. 

When the smashup came the caboose of the 
circus train was jammed into the front of the 
freight engine with awful force. The caboose 
Was pushed back by the impact into the 


the sleeper. To this fact is attributed the 
small loss of life. The shock areused the 
show employés in the other cars, and they 
were soon out working to rescue their com- 
panions, many of whom were groaning and 
yelling in agony. 

Sullivan was the first taken out. When the 
ambulances came he said a doctor couldn't 
do him any good, and begged only for some 
drug to ease his pain. He died soon after 
reaching the hospital. The other victims 
were removed to hospitals, and all but East- 
man and Burkholder will recover. 


CHILDREN, FIND PARENT 
AFTER A SEPARATION 
of SEVERAL YEARS. 


Henry Allen of Donate Texas, Whose 
Daughter Was stolen by Her Grand- 
father Out of an Orphan Asylum, 
Learns of Her and of Lost Son. 


Toledo, O., July 29.—[Speclal. Not many 
years ago there appeared in a Chicago paper 
in the want column a lit notice reading 
like this: “‘Wanted—A home for two little 
motherless girls, with some one who will not 
separate them.“ 

A farmer living in Fulton County answered 
the advertisement, and within a short time 
the children arrived, Maud, aged 8, and Al- 
lie, 6. They were bright little girls, but there 
seemed too many in the farmhouse, yi Maud 
was sent to Michigan. 

After six years Allie, who was N 
treated, ran away and was cared for by 
neighbors until she was able to work. She 
married young. The marriage proved un- 
happy, a divorce was granted, and several 
years later she became the wife of George 
Clark. 

As Mrs. Clark grew older a yearning to 
hear from her father and brother filled her 
heart, so she advertised in a Wauseon paper 
for a lost brother. The father of Mrs. Clark 
was Henry Allen of Hannibal, Mo., where 
three children, two girls and a boy, were put 
in a children’s home when the mother died. 
The boy was subsequently sent to an uncle, 
John Allen, in Chicago. The grandfather 
Allen, not liking the disposition of the girls, 
went to Hannibal, Mo., and stole the chil- 
dren from the home and took them to Joh 
Allen in Chicago. Soon afterward John Al- 
len’s wife became tired of caring for three 
children, so advertised for a home for the 
girls, and finally sent them to the Fulton 
County farmer, and the brother a few years 
later was sent to lowa. 7 

In the meantime, the father, going back to 
Hannibal and finding the girls gone from the 
home and the boy sent away from his broth- 
er's home in Chicago, spent all of his sav- 
ings in a vain search for them. The boy 
ran away from his Iowa home when he was 
9 years old, and was a wandered all over 
the United States, finally enlisting in the 

Fifty-second lowa Infantry at the outbreak 
of the Sbanhish-American war. After the 
close of the war the young man was desir- 
ous of finding his relatives, and wrote to his 
aunt, John Allen’s wife, for information of 
his father and sisters. Mrs. Allen had seen 
Mrs. Clark's advertisement, and the result 
was a reunion of the children in Wauseon. 
In a few days Mrs. Clark and her brother 
Glen will leave for Dennison, Tex., to see 
the father so long separated from them.
